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A SERIOUS ADDRESS 


TO PROFESSORS OF CHRISTIANITY OF ALL DENOMINATIONS. 


THE decay of heart-felt religion may well alarm the tongues and 
pens of every faithful advocate for Christ. Out of a large congre- 
gation that attends on the preaching of God’s word, perhaps there 
may not be one hundred souls who listen to it themselves, as the 
eternal word of an unchanging God; we always find an excuse for 
not applying it to our own case: “Oh! if this friend of mine, if 
such a person, if that relation was but to hear these thiugs, how 
suitable would it be to their situation.” Thus we trifle away our 
own blessings, and deprive ourselves of many valuable mercies. 
Nor is this the worst; but-there. are many, too many, whose religion 
is wholly confined to the» house of God, and who seldom or ever 
take the pains that the Bereans did to search the Scriptures, and see 
if these things are really so. ‘Nor is the real Christian wholly ex- 
empt from this careless conduct; hence it is that so many are 
weak in the faith, and hardly have a word to say unto those who 
ask a reason of the hope that is in them. The good Bishop Beve- 
ridge has some such expression as this; “I believe that whatever 
ig necessary for me to krow, either for the glory of God, or my 
Vox. I. 16 
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own happiness, God hath revealed in the Scripture.” And is it so, 
“Christian ? and dost thou neglect to read that which only can make 
thee happy ? Is it not to be feared, that many of our zealous pro- 
fessors of the Gospel of Christ would have been just as zealous for 
Paganism, Mahometanism, or Judaism, had they been born of pa-, 
rents of either of those religions, or lived in countries where the 
same was professed ? To be acquainted with the Bible, is better 
than to be capable of retaining in thy head all the sermons thou hast 
ever heard; that will be food for thy soul when thou art confined 
from attending on the public means of grace; for whatever thou 
findest there, reflect, it is the word of a God who cannot lie, for the 
Scripture cannot be broken ; aud if every jot of the Scripture must 
remain, and not one tittle thereof fail, remember and consider that 
awful passage, “* Many are called, but few chosen.” Oh dreadful 
sentence ! If Christ had said, that of all the men who were born in 
the world few should be chosen for salvation, it would not strike us 
with such horror; because we might consider, that notwithstanding 
all the infidels, heathens and Mahometans, &c. may and should pe- 
trish, yet we should have some hope that all who professed the name 
of Christ should be saved: But ah! this is not the case; for though 
all men who have heard of Christ, are but few in comparison of 
those who never heard of him; and although those who are called 
under the preaching of Christ, are but few in comparison of those 
who have only heard, without professing the cause of Christ, yet it 
is but few of those who are called that shall be saved. Christian ! 
then bestir thyself, and seek for thy evidences for eternal glory. 


“ Cease from paltry pelf and pleasure, 
Pluck right eyes: with right hands part : 
Ask thy conscience, “ Where’s thy treasure ?” 
For, be certain, there’s thine heart.” 


Lastly, Consider always, thou art reading or hearing for eternity ; 
let it be thy aim now to attend so to these things, that when thou 
aat in eternity, thou mayest reflect on them with pleasure: Dear 
soul, be serious; thou hast but an inch of time, and all beyond is

“ Juggernaul’s Temple, near Ishera, on the Ganges : 
* Rutt Jattra, May, 1807. 


“The tower here is drawn along, like that at Juggernaut, by ca- 
bles. The number of worshippers at this festival is computed to be 
about a hundred thousand. The tower is covered with indecent 
emblems, which were freshly painted for the occasion, and were the 
objects of sensual gaze by both sexes. One of the victims of this 
year was a well made young man, of healthy appearance, and 
comely aspect. He had a garland of flowers round his neck, and 
his long black hair was dishevelled. He danced for a while before 
the idol, singing in an enthusiastic strain, and then rushing suddenly 
to the wheels, he shed his blood under the tower of obscenity. I 
was not at the spot at the time, my attention having been engaged 
by a more pleasing scene. 

“On the other side, on a rising ground by the side of a Tank, 
stood the Christian Missionaries, and around them a crowd of peo- 
ple listening to their preaching. The town of Serampore, where 
the Protestant Missionaries reside, is only about a mile and a half 
from this Temple of Juggernaut. As I passed through the multi- 
tude, I. met several persons having the printed papers of the Mis" 
sionaries in their hands. Some of them were reading them very 
gravely; others were laughing with each other at the contents, and 
saying, “ What do these words mean ?” 

JT sat down on an elevated spot to contemplate this scene; the 
tower of blood and impurity on the one hand, and the Christian 
preachers on the other., I thought on the commandment of our Sa- 
viour, ‘Go ye, teach all nations.’ I said to myself, ‘How great 
and glorious a ministry are these humble persons now exercising in 
the presence of God ! How is it applauded by the holy angels, 
who ‘have joy in heaven over one sinner that repenteth;’ and how 
far does it transcend the work of the warrior or statesman in chari- 
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ty, utility, and lasting fame ? And I could not help wishing that the 
Representatives of the Church of Christ in my own country had 
been present to witness this scene, that they might have seen how 
practicable it is to offer Christian instruction to our Hindoo subjects.” 


IMMOLATION OF FEMALES. 


The report of the number of women burned within the period of 
six months near Calcutta, will give the reader some idea of the mul- 
titude who perish annually in India, under the eye of the English 
Government. 


“ Report of the number of womeu who were burned alive on the 
Funeral Pile of their husbands within thirty miles round Calcutta, 
from the beginning of Bysakh, (15th April) to the end of Aswin, 
(15th October) 1804.”

“The above Report was made by persons of the Hindoo cast, 
deputed for that purpose, under the superintendence of the 





* A Hindoo of education stated it as his conjecture, that in the Bengal 
Provinces alone, the victims thus annually burnt amounted to 15,000. 
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Professor* of the Shanscrit and Bengalee languages in the college 
of Fort-William. They were ten in number, and were stationed at 
different places during the period of six months. They gave in their 
account monthly, specifying the particulars of each immolation, se 
that every individual instance was subject to investigation immedi- 
ately after its occurrence. 

‘*By an account taken in 1803, the number of women sacrificed 
during that year, within thirty miles round Calcutta, was two ‘hurr 
dred and seventy-five. 

“In the foregoing Report of six months in 1804, it will be per- 
ceived that no account was taken of burnings in a district to the west 
of Calcutta, nor further than tweuty miles in some other directions; 
so that the whole number of burnings within thirty miles round Cal- 
cutta must have been considerably greater than is here stated.”

246 REPORT. 


We have continued five Missionaries in service, the labours of 
whom, we esteem it our pleasure to recite :—Brother Luke Davis 
has continued his missionary efforts in Delaware county and other 
adjacent parts with increasing success; and has been the means of 
establishing a church in the wilderness. He has met with many op- 
posers to truth and righteousness; but the Lord gave him boldness 
in the day of trial; and we cannot but testify our approbation of 
his animated zeal.—Brother Daniel Steers has been employed for 
upwards of four months, for a considerable distance, on both sides 
the river Hudson. In this space of time, it appears from his jour- 
pal, he preached ninety-five times. In several places he visited, 
there was great attention; and some deeply impressed’ by the power 
of Christ. The people generally expressed their gratitude to this 
Society, for sending to them the word of salvation.—Brother Elka- 
nah Holmes is still prosperous in the work of the Lord, at Niagara, 
in Upper-Canada. Besides attending the church which the Lord 
enabled him to form, he devotes a considerable share of his mis- 
sionary labours to different places. By his letters we are informed, 
that in those parts there is great attention paid by young people to 
the preaching of the gospel; which we cannot but receive as a fa- 
vourable intimation of the blessing of the Lord, upon that distant 
part of our country. Brother Holmes appears, likewise, to be of 
material use in stating and defending the institutions and order of 
the Gospel church. In this remote settlement, we are happy te in- 
form you, that there is a small Missionary Society formed, to co- 
operate with us: this, at any rate, is a fresh proof of the zeal of 
the servants of Christ, to spread the truth of the everlasting gospel ; 
and, unquestionably, they demand our affectionate attention.—Bro- 
ther James Harris we have this year employed as a Missionary 
for the western parts of this state; and he has been very laborious 
and useful. In many places, the word of God, preached by him, 
was accompanied with divine energy, and destitute churches were 
refreshed.—Brother William Pearce has been employed this year 
at Flushing, East and Westchester, and various other destitute 
places, adjacent to the city. His labours have been very abundant, 
zealous, and successful. $ 
Brethren, although these returns from our Missionaries are highly 
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encouraging, and make an increasing demand upon our future extr- 
tions, we have to add, that there are other important calls for mis- 
sionary services, were our finances adequate to our wishes. By 
letter we are informed, that if a competent missionary was sent to 
New-Orleans, it would promise the greatest advantage. In that 
territory, infidelity, popery, and dissipation, are predominant. 
Could we, therefore, be enabled to send a man of God to preach the 
Gospel to those souls, who thus sit in darkness and in the shadow of 
death, it certainly would be worthy the name of Christian! We 
therefore most ardently solicit your prayers, accompanied with pe. 
cuniary aid. Let our future missionary meetings of prayer be 
scrupulously attended, and evince the liberality of your hand, that 
we may pursue such future measures as may prove beneficial to the 
souls of men, and to the honour of that God, whose, we hope, we 
mutually are, and whom we wish to serve in the Gospel of his dear 
Son, Christ Jesus our Lord. 

We acknowledge the receipt of a letter from the Baptist Youth’s 
Missionary Society in this city, who, under many discouragements 
have persevered in the cause of the Redeemer, and the conversion 
of men. They are happy, under the benign providence of God, 
cheerfully to present to us the sum of one hundred and five dollars to 
aid in our mutual efforts in spreading the knowledge of the gospel of 
peace.—May their continued efforts be crowned with the most 
abundant success. 

We likewise, with peculiar pleasure, received sixty dollars and 
sixty-eight cents from the Assistant Missionary Society at Pough- 
keepsie. While we feel deeply impressed with a sense of obligation 
to the missionary exertions of thig Society, we cannot but wish a 
continuance of their correspondence ; and that in other places in 
the country, similar Societies were formed, which would not only 
evince their love to the Saviour and the souls of men, but afford us 
very ample means to support missionaries, and extend our labours 
for the spreading of the gospel.

THOUGHTS ON JOB xiv. 20. 


Thou changest his countenance, and sendest him away. 


By sin came death : God’s sentence prevaileth for ever against 
man, and he passeth away—from life to death, from time to eternity, 
from a state of action to a state of judgment! Yes, thou, Lord, 
changest his countenance, and sendest him away. How just the pro- 
cedure; how sublime the sentiment! fruitful of instruction to every 
attentive mind. It has been strikingly verified in the person of 
Jesus, and is daily so, in the departure both of the wicked and the 
righteous by death. 

1. In the person of Jesus, whose countenance was fairer than the 
children of men, grace without measure was poured into his lips. 
(Psa. xlv. 2.) His countenance was the index, the mirror, through 
which all the variety of human passions and qualities where seen, 

_ that once rendered him familiar with mortals, and proved him to be, 
indeed, the Son or Gop. But the Faruer had sent him into the 
world to be the Saviour of sinners, to atone for sin, and to ransom his 
people from the power of the grave. His countenance, therefore, 
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must be changed, and exhibit to men, to angels, and to de vils, the 
torture which his soul should endure in accomplishing his design. 
As he advanced into natural, active life, he became @ man of sor- 
rows, and acquainted with grief ; and, during the last few weeks of 
his abode on earth, his countenance was changed in such a variety 
of ways as must fill the contemplative soul with solemn awe. 

Preparatory to his future dreadful sufferings, and his consequent 
exaltation, Jesus was transfigured upon Mouut Tabor: in the very 
exercise of prayer his face did shine’ as the sun. (Matt. xvii. 2.) 
Immediately after, he met his disciples at the passover, and instituted 
the memorials of his own future death, while his countenance heam- 
ed friendship and love to them all.. From thence he repaired to 
Gethsemane, when a change took place in his countenance that spake 
the awlul sorrow of his soul, and the bloody sweat of his body 
in prospect of that cup which his Father designed him to drink! 
At the bar of the high priest his countenance was again changed, by 
the spitting and the smiting of the Jewish rabble ; so that his face 
was marred more than any man’s. Follow him to Calvary ; behold 
him crucified between two thieves, and stand astonished to see that 
countenance that never looked upon sinful man but with tenderness 
and compassion, now covered with tears and with blood! Remove 
from the cross, attend his corpse in Joseph's garden, prepared for 
its tomb; and behold his countenance now changed by death! Ah, 
my soul! canst thou behold these changes of thy Saviour’s counte- 
nance without a tear? Shall not repentance flow from thy guilty 
breast, while Jesus weeps, and bleeds, and dies! Behold the Lamb 
of God, that taketh away the sin of the world! 


“ So fair a face bedew’d with tears! 

* What beauty e’en in grief appears! 

“ He wept, he bled, he died for you ; 

** What more, ye saints, could Jesus do ?” 


The countenance of Jesus changed, God sent him away—into the 
grave, to satisfy justice, to fulfil prophecy, to vanquish death ia his 
own kingdom, to proclaim he was the Son of God, by rising from the 
tomb, as a proof of his redemption, and a certain pledge of his 
people’s resurrection to everlasting life. He was then sent away to 
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abide with his disciples, and, by the light, the form, and the love 
of his countenance, to convince them of the reality of his per- 
son and salvation—to remove their doubts and to comfort their 
hearts—and to give them his final orders concerning the kingdom of 
his grace. Then he was sent away from earth to heaven, accompa- 
nied by multitudes of angels, and was set down at the right hand of 
the Majesty on high, as the representative of his people; to conquer, 
by his grace, the purchase of his blood, and to prepare mansions of 
glory for them, where they shall enjoy the light of his countenance for 
ever! O! let it be my constant employ, most blessed and highly ex- 
alted Lams or Gop, to behold thy face amidst thy various changes ! 
and let it be my daily mercy, while here on earth, to enjoy thy life- 
giving countenance, shining upon my heart, to comfort me under my 
sorrows, direct me in my duties, and to create in my breast a taste 
of that heaven of felicity I hope to enjoy with thee above for ever ! 
2. How frequently are the words of Job verified in the truly un- 
happy death of many wicked and impenitent mortals; thou changest 
his countenance, and sendest him away! The opinion of David is 
seriously just—The wicked, through the pride of his countenance, 
will not seek after God : God is not in all his thoughts. (Psa. x. 4. 
Tu youth the countenance indicates the mirth and the folly of the 
heart; in manhood, the intense desire of gain; in affluence, the grati- 
fication of appetite ; in affliction, the insuperable burthen of life ; in 
old age, the unsatisfying enjoyments of all sublunary good, from the 
cradle to the grave. In each of these stages how often is it that God, 
instantaneously, or, at most, progressively, changeth their counte- 
nance, and sendeth them away ? Like the king of ancient Babylon, 
the form of the visage is changed, when the hand-writing of God 
is read in his law, and eternity unfolds its dreadful scenes! Ah! 
how often thus, is the charming, blooming countenance of youth 
changed in a moment, and become pale in death! and how frequent- 
ly is it that the profligate, the voluptuous sinner, like Dives, whose 
eyes sparkled over the flowing bowi, is arrested in a moment, and 
sent away from all his relatives, honours and rounds of mirth, and in 
hell lifts up his eyes, being in torments, supplicating the aid of poor 
Lazarus, from whom he had turned away his countenance when lying 
at his gate begging for a crumb, now to dip the tip of his finger 
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in water to cool his parched tongue! Ah! how fallen! What. a 
ehange of countenance, and of state! So true is it, The wicked is: 
driven away in his wickedness. Prov. xiv. 32. 

3. Materially different is the case, yet equally just the sentiment 
of Job with respect to the righteous, thou changest his countenance, 
and sendest him away. Their countenance undergoes a most re- 
markable change, when, under a dejection of mind, and conviction. 
of heart, God reveals the riches of his mercy in pardoning their sins, 
and granting them the joy of his salvation—God becomes the health 
of their countenance, and their God, (Ps. xlii. 11.) In times of their 
sufferings, God affords them his succour, turns their mourning into 
joy, and their countenance is no more sad, (1. Sam. i. 18.) In death 
their countenance undergoes a natural change in common with other 
men ; but, while changing, it becomes a mirror, through which the na- 
ture, supports, comfort, and triumphs of grace appear in their bright- 
est lustre, to the glory of the Saviour and: the consolation of every 
beholder! Yes, of the death of a righteous man it may be said— 

‘* His mind was tranquil and serene, 

“ No terrors in his looks were seen; 

‘* A Saviour’s smile dispell’d the gloom, 

** And smooth’d his passage to the tomb.” 
The ransomed of the Lord have hope in their death; at this very 
solemn period Farr hangs upon a covenant God, Love ardently 
embraces a precious Christ, Parrence endureth the pangs of desolv- 
ing nature, Benevoience extends her wings over friends and foes, 
while Hors waiteth for the enjoyment of a crown of righteousness 
in glory! To mark the difference between the death of the wicked 
and the death of the righteous, the latter is called a sleep in Jesus. 
Of Stephen it was said, he fell asleep— 

* On his dying countenance was seen 

‘* A smile—the index of a soul serene.” 

The countenance being changed, God sendeth away the body to 
the grave, to rest in hope—ihe soul to the paradise of bliss, to await 
the first resurrection, when body and soul shall be united, live and 
reign with Christ, and eventually shine as the san in the kingdom 
of their Father for ever and ever.

VERY DEAR BROTHER, 

“In lately reading “Christian Researches in India,” by Dr- 
Buchanan, I felt deep sensations of joy mingled with grief. I think 
there is ground to hope that the churches planted in India, will be 
instrumental in doing much good in those benighted regions. The 
opening of a correspondence with the natives by the translation of 
the Scriptures into their various tongues, and the preaching of the 
Gospel among them, bids fair to shake the very foundations of Pa- 
gapism. 

« But what awful superstition among the heathens! and what abo- 
minable wickedness and inconsis‘ency in the British nation! They 
pretend to put down popery and the Inquisition at home, and sup- 
port the same in Spain and Portugal! They send Missionaries to 
spread the Gospel among the Hindoos; and at the same time re- 
ceive an annual tax from them, for permission to worship their an- 
cient Idols! ! Must not self-interest be the ruling principle ? 

“TI consider the present period big with important events, and 
should be glad to know what time of the night itis. But while 
great men differ on these points, I suppose little ones must be con- 
tent to live in the dark with respect to them, until God in his pro- 
vidence reveals the light.
